NEW YORK, July 18.—If the 
Anti-Salobn League refrains 
from suppressing the Congres- 
sional Record, any thirsty soul 
can, in the secrecy of his 
kitchenette, make himself a. 
Champ Clark beverage contain- 
ing anywhere from 3 to 40 per 
cent. alcohol —using nothing 
but groceries and the laws of 
nature. The Congressional Rec- 
ord for vesterday tells how to 
do it and the laws of nature 
have not yet been amended. 

Champ Clark enriched the 
pages of the not-always-enter- 
taining Record with certain-™ 
delectable formulae which can 
he made up, he said, “in the 
home.” Perhaps the best of 
the lot was the one he called 
“cherry bounce.” 

“Cherry bounce,” he . said, 
“varies in alcohol content from 
3 to 40 per cent. by volume.” 

Rum or brandy ts needed to 
give it the proper kick, but rum 
can be made at home so long 
as the sale of molasses is not 
prohibited, and brandy can be 
made without molasses. The 
public librarv has plenty of 
books telling just how to do it. 

“Cherry bounce,” the ex- 
Speaker went on, “is 
from fruit or juice with rum 
added, or by adding alcoho! or 
brandy to alternate layers of 
crushed fruit‘and sugar. If it 
depended on the natural. sugar 
content of cherries for its alco- 
hol content only about 4 to 7 
per cent. alcohol would be hro- 
duced.”’ 

Elderberry wine can be made 
stronger, he said, by adding 
sugar, which, in fermenting, 
produces additional alcohol. 
Natural elderberry wine is 
about 3 per cent., but is can be 
raised to 29. | 

Ordinary apple fulce, when 
nature takes her course, makes 
an 8 per cent. cider. Add a lit- 
tle sugar and you get 11 per 
cent., about five times the kick 
of the present “war beer.”

The pro- 
visions clearly show this to be a 
logical reinsurance treaty realizing 
that Germany had been defeated. 

“Furthermore, Ex-Premier Te- 
rauchi déclared in the spring of 
1918 thatian alliance with Germany 
was a possible development of Japa- 
nese statecraft. Lieut.-Gen. Tanaka, 
subsequently War Minister under 
Terauchi, said openly that Japan 
should have a German alliance. This 
statement of May, 1917, aroused Al- 
lied objections,

ONE-TIME LEADING JUDGE OF 


MISSOURI DIES HERE IN 
FULLNESS OF YEARS. 


Judge Turner A. Gill, for twenty 
years one of the most prominent 


judges “of Missouri and for two 
terms “Mayor of Kansas City, died 
last night at his home, 249 South 


77 years. 

Born in Kentucky, he went to 
Jackson county, Missouri, as a boy 
but returned to the South during 
the Civil War, and served as a 
captain in the Confederate Army, 
under Gen. Joe Shelby. After the 
war he went to Kentucky University 
and graduated in 1868. He re- 
turned to Kansas City to take up 
the practice of law. and In 1872 was 
elected Mayur. He was re-elected 
and was alse offered a third term, 
but declined to be a candidate again. 

He became a judge of the Circuit 
Court in 1881 and remained on that 
bench until 1888, when he was 
elected a judge of the Kansas City 
the 
position until 1899. He delivered 
many important decisions and was 
considered one of the most dis- 
tinguished judges of Missour!. 

Judge Gill came to Los Angeles 
about seven years ago. Although a 
Democrat in politics, hé was a great 
friend of the late Senator Warner, 
one of the most noted of Missouri 
Republicans, and had many friends 
among both parties.

JAPAN’S APOLOGY: 
NOT ACCEPTABLE 


America will Decline Regrets 
Over Tien-tsin. 


Gravity of Developments De- 


mands Punishment. 


Only One of Series of Insults 


in the Orient. 


(EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, July 18.—The 
United States declines to be satis- 
fied with a mere expression of re- 
aret by Japan for the insults on 
American soldiers and officials at 
Tien-tain, according to Charlies 
Hodges, assistant director of the Far 
Eastern Bureau of New York, be- 
cause this was only one of a num- 
ber of such incidents.

Seeming similarity between figures 
covering Korean casualties given out 
by the Japanese Embassy at Wash- 
ington and by the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in Ameri-

of the Korean National Association, 
who said the dead and wounded re- 


sulting from Korean efforts for in- 
dependent rule vastly exceeded 
either estimate. 

A statement from the Japanese 
Embassy April 24 gave: 

Koreans killed, 351. 
Koreans wounded, 735. 

The council of churches state- 
ment, suly 16, gave: 

Killed, 361. 
Wounded, 660. 
Koreans in prison, 6000. 

“The actual number of Koreans 
killed up to the period mentioned 
in the council ef churches’ 
is over 7000,” Rev. Lee said, “and 
the wounded number 20,000. Thirty 
thousand Koreans are in jail and 
those released from jail, after suf- 
fering beatings on three successive 
days, number 11,500."

ments of the bureau of chemistry 


of the Department of Agriculture on 
making hard cider, elderberry wine. 
blackberry cordial, cherry bounce 
and peach bounce in the home were 
quoted by Representative Kahn of 
California in the House yesterday. 

A letter from P. B. Dunbar, act- 
ing chief of the bureau, to Mr. 
Kahn was in part as follows: 

“The alcholic content of the 
undiluted, fermented juice of 
cider apples may run as high as 

8 per cent. by volume. This 
alcholic content is produced by 
fermentation of sugar naturally 
present in the apples. 

“Elderberry wine—As made 
in the home, this article varies 
much in alcoholic content de- 
pending on the formula used. 
The natural suger of the berries 
ig deficient for wine making 
purposes. Sugar is therefore 
added in varying amounts. By 
fermenting natural elderberry 
Juice, only about 3 per cent. 
alcohol by volume would be 
formed. This content is in- 
— by fermenting added 
sugar and by the addition of 
alcohol. An approximation of 
the alcohol content of most 
elderberry wines would be from 
7 to 20 per cent. by volume. 

“Blackberry cordial—lI¢ the 
alcohol content ts dependent on 
the fermentation of the natural . 
juice of the blackberry the 
alcohol content would be 3 to 5 
per cent. by colume. 

“Cherry bounce varies in 
alcohol between the approx!- 
mate range of 30 to 40 per cent. 
by volume 

“Peach bounce ig made in 
practically the same manner as 
cherry bounce and the alcohol 
content would be about the 
same.”

(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.! 

WASHINGTON, July 18,—lLdeut. 
“Hardbolled” Smith was beaten 
nearly to death when he arrived, 
as a prisoner at Fort Jay, a few days 
ago, according to a statement by 
Representative Dallinger, chairman 
of the subcommittee, which has 
been investigating the treatment of 
prisoners in American army camps 
in France. Other prisoners at Fort 
Jay, who accused Smith of maltreat- 
ing them, leaped upon the former 
officer before the guards could re- 
strain them and he is now in a hos: 
pital. 

In the statement Mr. Dallinger as: 
serted that other witnesses would 
be called to prove that a Lieut. Ma- 
son, another officer in charge of 
camps, “clubbed prisoners, robbed 
them and stole their money,” yet his 
sentence was nothing more than a 
dishonorable discharge. Comment- 
ing that the first sentence imposed 
on Lieut. Smith was a dishonorable 
discharge Mr. Dallinger sarcastically 
inquires: 

“Why did not the court have him 
slapped on the wrist?” 
“AWFUL CRUELTIES.” 

Only seventy-seven hours were 
consumed by the Congressional 


commission in ascertaining that “aw- 


ful cruelties"” had been  »practiced 
upon the prisoners, says Mr. Dal- 
linger, and adds that it would have 
taken the War Department seventy- 
seven years to accomplish this dis- 
closure. 

Of the attack upon Lieut. Smith 
the statement says: 

“ *‘Hardboiled’ Smith arrived at 
Fort Jay, N. Y., the other day, and 
was almost at once seen by some of 
his victimes the serving sentences. 
He was recognized by them and be- 
fore the guards arrived he was 
beaten to a pulp and I believe he is 
now in the hospital recovering from 
a punishment meted out to him by 
those very men whom he had him- 
self tortured. It is thus that man 
takes the law into his own hands 
when the courts fail.” : 

OFFICERS TO TESTIFY. 


Army officers composing the court- 
martial that tried Lieut. “Hard- 
boiled” Smith and Lieut. Mason will 
be called before a special House war 
investigation committee within a 
few days to explain the sentences 
they imposed, according to Repre- 
sentative Dallinger. 

Other witnesses to be called, Mr. 
Dallinger declared in a prepared 
statement, “will testify that the 
trial of these two men was a joke.” 
Both Smith and Mason were given 
only sentences of dishonorable dis- 
charge, the statement asserted, 
despite testimony of their brutality. 

DROP INSURANCE.

“Haven't I tried to be fair with 
you, Mr. Ford?” 

“Absolutely.”’ 

“I have not tried to mislead you?” 

“No, sir.” 

It was here that Lacking 
made his charge of brut&lity, adding: 

“You take a modest witness, Mr. 
Stevenson, and try to pound him 
into saying that he ts an ignorant 
idealist. It seems to me that this 
should be left to arguments.” 

TALKING THROUGH HIS HAT.

“The successful operation of the 
air mail for more than one year 
and the great dcvelopment for 
commercial work in the airplane in 
that period have taken this phese of 
mail trangportation entirely out of‘ 
the class of experimental work. The 
great saving of time now effected 
over the fastest railroad train be- 
tween New York and Chicago wil! 
enable the department to make « 
saving in car spece of more than 
twice the cost of the operation of 
an air mail service on that route. 
It will therefore no longer be rieces- 
“ary to charge more than the 
rerular rate of postage for the trans- 
mission of airplare mail. 

“The success cr the rcirship in 
carrving the mail, together with the 
great development that has taker 
place in speed. in quantity of mail 
that con be carmed and certainty 
of operation, makes it tmprobable 
that the air transportation of mail, 
whether by the government or com. 
mercial air transportation lines. will 
ever be stopped, but emill increase 
from year to vear bv leaps and 
bounds; especially over long dis- 
tances. The great expedition of mait 
by thit means of transportation con- 
stitutes a service which the public 
throughout the country ic now de- 
manding, and in course of time will 
receive, as suppleinenting the train 
service.”

Recognition Worth More than 
Gold, Says De Valera. 


Declares America Only Nation 
3 that Can Lead. 


Would Ask no Man to Fight 
for English Cause.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 18.—‘‘I 
would sooner have American recog- 
nition than all the gold that you 
have,” said Eamonn de Valera, 
president of the provisional Irish 
republic, today, at a public recep- 
tion held in his honor at the City 
Hall, where he was presented with 
the freedom of the city by Mayor 
Rolph. 

Three thousand persons listened 

to De Valera’s plea for Ireland's 
cause, in which he said: 
“Now is the time to make the 
world safe for democracy, and Ire- 
land demands a hearing. You are 
the only people who can lead. All 
of the other nations look up to you. 
If you demand in this country rec- 
ognition of the Irish republic, it 
will be recognized. 

“T am more than satisfied with 
what the people of America have 
already done. I am here to help 
finance the Irish republic, but I 
would sooner have American recog- 
nition than sll the gold that you 
have here. If you give us recogni- 
tion we will never ask for anything 
else. We feel that we should be a 
sister republic to the United States.”

HATRED REVERSED. 


“The present covenant of the 
League of Nations is merely a modi- 
fication of the old Holy Alliance. 
Ireland demands her place in a real 
League of Nations. We are sald to 
hate England, but the truth of it is 
that the English hate us. I have no 
hatred for the Bneglish people. 

“The Irishman alone is as good as 
any Englishman. Let them give us 
military material and we will fight 
them one to ten and ask no one to 
help put them out. I believe a de- 
mocracy in England would free the 
English as well as ourselves. 

“He who went to France and Italy 
as a champion of liberty, does not 
like to see before him the phrase, 
‘Mr. what about Ire- 
land?’ 

Discussing colonial home rule, De 
Valera sald it was a name without 
meaning, and continued: 

“The moment the colonies of Eng- 
land acquire national consciousness

The colonies did not wish the 
war. They were brought into it, 
England wants to keep the two isles 
of Engtand and Ireland as a single 
strategic and economic unit.

INDORSED BY HIBERNIANS. 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 17.—The 
report of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, submitted today to the 
national convention of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians in America and 
Canada in session here, would place 
the order firmly on record as op- 
posed to any pact entered into by 
the United States that might “merge 
the identity” of the nation. 

The resolution said, in part: 

“As it is a misnomer to apply 
‘foreign’ to Ireland, where the Hi- 
bernians are involved, so it might 
sound strange to include our own 
beloved nation under the classifica- 
tion, were it not that late compli- 
cations leavé one somewhat doubt- 
ful whether we are justly entitled 
to call the United States our own, 
or whether we are mere tenants on 
rented land. 

“The society views with misgiv- 
ings certain tendencies which have 
lately caused uneasiness in the dis- 
turbed breasts of many patriotic 
citizens of this glorious republic. 

“So the order wishes to go on 
record as unswervingly opposed to 
any pact, treaty or compromise 
which might tempt anyone to 
imagine that we have merged our 
identity or surrendered one inch of 
the independence for which our 
father sand so many members 
fought and bled.” 


PROPOSES PERMANENT 


RANKS FOR LEADERS. 


PERSHING, MARCH, sIMS, BEN- 
SON RECOMMENDED TO 
CONGRESS BY WILSON. 


[BY A. DAY wine. 

WASHINGTON, July 18.—Per- 
manent ranks of general in the Reg- 
ular Army for Gen. Pershing and 
Gen. March, Chief of Staff, and per- 
manent ranks of admiral in the 
navy for Rear-Admiral Sims and 
Admiral] Benson, chief of operations, 
were asked of Congress today by 
President Wilson. 

The President’s message follows: 

“I take the liberty of calling your 
attention to a matter which I am 
sure is at the heart of the whole 
country, and which I have had very 
much in mind throughout all these 
months when we were trying to ar- 
range a peace that would be worthy 
of the spirit and achievements of 
the men who won the victory in the 
field and on the sea. 

PRECEDENT TO PERSHING. 

“After mature reflection, I earnest- 
ly recommend that you e the per- 
manent rank of general to John J. 
Pershing and Peyton C. March, ex- 
pressing the law in such a way as 
to give precedent to Gen. Pershing: 
that you give the permanent rank 
of admiral to William 8S. Benson 
and William 8. Sims. 

“I take it for granted that I am 
only anticipating your own thought 
in proposing these honors for the 
men upon whom the principal re- 
sponsibilities devolved for achiev- 
ing the great results which our in- 
comparable navy and army accom- 
plished.” 

The ranks of general, which Per- 
shing and March now hold only 
exist in the emergency army, rapidly 
being disbanded. While in supreme 
command of the American fleet in 
the war zone, Rear-Admiral Sime 
had the rank of a full agmiral, but 
recently went Lack to a lower grade. 
Admiral Benson is soon to retire, 
after taking the navy through the 
war as chief of operations. 

FRICTION REPORTED. 

No one in Washington would ven- 
ture if the President’s recommen- 
dations bore any relation to the 
long-reported friction between Per- 
shing and March. There is no offi- 
cial recognition of friction between 
the two generals, but army circles 
on the inside fairly teem with -it. 

As talk in army circles has it, 
Gen. Pershing felt that many of his 
recommendations from France ran a 
tortuous course after reaching the 
Chief of Staff, and the Chief of Staff 
had some feeling on remaining in 
Washington during the war, as to 
whether the commanding general of | 
the army or the Chief of Staff bore 
the credit for ite operations. 

No one, however, officially spon- 
sors the report of the row.

STRIKE TIES UP 
OCEAN FREIGHT. 


| Embargo on Atlantic Coast- 
wise Traffic Declared. 


Crowd of Seamen Wreck Em- 
ployment Office. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, July 18.—A freight 
embargo on coastwise traffic was 
announced today by the coastwise 
steamship companies operating un- 
der Federal control, as a result of 
the strike of seamen and engineers 
along the Atlantic and Gulf coasts. 
The order for the embargo was for- 
warded to shipping points by the 
United States Railroad Administra- 
tion. 


The embargo has been foreshad- 
owed for several days as a conse- 
quence of the rapid piling up of 
great quantities of freight, much of 
it perishable, at Atlantic and Guif 
ports through the tying: up of ships 
by the strikers. G. H. |Brown, sec- 
retary of the Seamen's Union, 
claimed today that the entire ship- 
ping of the country would be vir- 
tually tied up within two weeks if 
the struggle continued. 

The disorganization of the mer- 
chant service through sailors desert- 
ing the coast for the harvest fields 
also was j@edicted by the union 
leaders. They asserted that sea- 
men were leaving this port in droves 
for the farms, where harvest hands 
were being paid $5 and $6 a day 
with board and lodging. 

The renewal of disturbances to- 
day with an attack on a Bowery em- 
ployment office by strikers, who al- 
leged the office was recruiting strike- 
breakers, stirred the police to great- 
er vigilance along the water front. 

A crowd of striking seamen, sev- 
enty-five strong, wreck the em- 
ployment office of Bergoff Bros., on 
the Bowery this morning, and put 
to rout 250 men who had assembied 
there to seek employment as strike- 
breakers on trans-Atlantic and 
coastwise vessels. No arrests were 
made. 

Notwithstanding optimistic state- 
ments by union leaders, there was 
no sign today of a break in the 
strike which has disrupted com- 
merce out of this port. Both the 
strikers and the private steamship 
owners declared it was up to the 
United States Shipping | to 
bring about a settlement. 

The strike, which has resulted in 
holding several hundred ships at 
their pliers here, and caused steam- 
ships end railroad terminals to be- 
come piled high with freight, en- 
tered its second week today. Thous- 
ands of marine workers have been 
thrown out of employment, and un- 
less a quick settlement is brought 
about still other trades connected 
with gAipping will be affected.

He declares an example of the effect of “stabilized” prices is fur- 
nished by the experience of San Diego dealers who tried it aid widened 
the market for their product. Greater demand for Los Angeles fish in 
other districts, as far east as Kansas City, will grow from the opeation 
of the present plan, Mr. Roscoe believes. The anticipated increase in the 
volume of export business is 100 per cent. in six months. Meantime, the 
dealer will work without any incentive to go into the local market and 
sell fish for less than his neighbor. “Price cutting” will be eliminated. 
Los Angeles consumes only some 12 or 15 per cent. of the fresh fish 
caught here, according to the exchange figures. The eating monty of 
the city is about 4000 tons a year, which is 2000 less than it was two 
yedrs ago, though the population is bigger. 

“The public is sore at fish,” Mr. Roscoe explained. “They won't 
eat it.” 

So it ts to be sent away. 

‘To aid in building up this business through ceasing of competition, 
the Board of Harbor Commissioners has been asked to provide cold- 
storage facilities at the harbor and is expected to do so. There are no 
such facilities now for any fish except those going to the canneries. 


“STABILIZATION.” 


With the cold-storage plant in operation, it ig proposed to go on 
fixing the price to the producer fin advance. As Mr. Roscoe explained it, 
a surplus in storage will prevent an excessively high market; as he ex- 
plained by inference, the advance fixing of prices will prevent the con- 
sumer right here in Los Angtles from ever getting fish more cheaply than 
the fishermen choose to allow. Thus the market will be “stabilized,” and 
exports will increase because prices will not “fluctuate.” With scarcity 
of fi and no surplus, opponents of the scheme say, prices may “fluctu- 
ete” upward, but as long as the figure to be paid the fishermen is fixed 
in advance, there will not be any startling “fluctuation” downward. 
This marketing plan is intimately connected with a present campaign 
of the State Fish and Game Commission for conservation of fish. A State 
law to become effective the 22nd inst. will act to prevent large catches of 
fish. So will the marketing plan, Mr. Roscoe explains. 

Catching sardines for fertilizer is frowned upon because these small 
fry are the food of larger denizens of the deep. - 

There is now a surplus of food fish caught here. The fishing equip- 
ment at Los Angeles increased 1000 per cent. during the war, Mr. Roscoe 
states, and, tnless these men can make the attractive money offered by 
fishing for fertilizer or else have wider markets, their equipment will sim- 
ply be tied up a part of the time. And the exchange frowns on fishing 


for fertilizer.

Economic 
laws are immutable. Increased supplies mean lower prices; more work means 
more products. But when these things are granted there is still a wide field 
remaining for wise and constructive legislation. While it is not the duty of 
the government to support the people, the government can do much in pav- 
ing the way for the people to help themselves. 


War and waste are synonymous terms, especially under a Democratic 


administration. Great Britain was actively engaged in the great conflict for 
nearly three years before this country became an active participant.. But the 
British national debt is but $7,000,000,000 greater than when the war be- 


gan; while the war deficiency of this country, which the taxpayers must liqui- — 


date, is estimated at $32,000,000,000. Where there has been such extrava- 
gance something out of the ordinary must be done to relieve the situation. 
And the country looks to the present Republican Congress to do it.

HY should prices remain at their present peak? This year's wheat 
crop is the greatest in the history of the country; the supplies of beef, 
pork and mutton are so large that the Federal Department of Agricul- 

ture has issued a special bulletin advising that the necessity no longer exists 
for stinting the normal consumption of meat. Yet the prices of meat and 
wheat in the retail markets are twice as high as they were five years ago. 
There is no shortage in the cotton crop; yet the government has just sold a 


quantity of muslin at the rate of a dollar for three yards that used to sell at — 


three yards for a quarter. 

Despite the fact, however, that there is a shortage in steel production, 
compared with the demands, and that the prices of food are soaring, the best 
offer the government has been able to get for $1,500,000,000 of supplies now 
stored in France is $300,000,000. The Kansas wheat crop this year will 
bring, at the government guarantee of $2.26 a bushel, a sum which is equal 
to $1500 for every man, woman and child who lives in the State. Although 
the war demand for rubber has been enormous that article sold recently in 
the open market for less than the average rate before the war. 

Never has the country been confronted by such economic chaos. Med- 


‘diing and quibbling by the government, the speculations of the profiteers and 


the unreasonable ‘demands of certain labor organizations have turned the 


whole industry of the country topsy-turvy. Prices zigzag like forked lightning, | 


and the very instability of the world’s markets is paralyzing production, send- 
ing prices to heights never before dreamed of and adding to the confusion. 

Conditions in this country are not exceptional, however, when com- 
pared with other countries. The whole world is doing it, except in Russia, 


where it has already been done, and in a few of the Balkan states, where 


nothing is left with which to do. Jerome K. Jerome has given a graphic de- 
scription in a recent article of what is taking place in London. He writes: 
Prosperity has increased; there is no doubt of it. Our luxury 
trades have trebled their dividends. Our theaters are crammed. 
Outside the doors of our restaurants well-dressed men and women 
wait in queques. Christies’ salesrooms are thronged with million- 
aires. Pictures for which the artist may have received £50 sell for 
£10,000. The difficulty seems to be how to get rid of the money. 
Customers for thousand-guinea motor cars put down their names 
and wait in patience. As railway fares increase the traveling mania 
grows. The cost of living is doubled, and everybody is having the 
time of his life. How is it all done? tie 


OSSIBLY this is not the first time that a humorist has asked a question 
that it would tax the combined wisdom of a hundred sages to answer. 

Why is this reckless expenditure coming on the heels of the greatest 
destruction of human wealth since the flood? This question is answered by 
the New York Tribune with the statement that “The world is consuming the 
birthright of the new generation. The human race is not providing for its 
own increase. One of the functions of capitalism—perhaps its single 
most important function—is to anticipate the wants of the future. The an- 
nual human increase finds itself expected. In war the vital function 
of capitalism is deranged. Partly induced by greater profits and partly con- 
scripted by taxation, capital is diverted from the future to the present. It 
stops anticipating the wants of society's increase and is employed in the im- 
mediate business of society's preservation. New York is short of houses be- 
cause the capital that would normally have added thousands of units each year 
to the city’s housing facilities went to buy Liberty Bonds and pay war taxes. 
. The progeny will pay—tomorrow.” 

Putting off until tomorrow, however, is not America’s way of solving 
vexed questions, cither of politics or industry. Where there is a way in there 
is a way out. We are traveling at so rapid a pace at the present time that 
something radical must be done to stimulate production and eliminate useless 
consumption or the world will go bankrupt. It is not with the problem of 
the next generation that we must concern ourselves, but with that of tomor- 
row. Consumption cannot go on increasing while production decreases with- 
out bringing the most disastrous business depression in the history of the race. 


OOD riots in Italy and Germany indicate that the peoples of those two 
|- countries are at the end of the trail of extravagance, that they have been 

“bled white by the speculators and the profiteers and are now casting 
frantically about for succor. It is to be feared, however, that Italy has started 
in the wrong way. The rioters seized all the supplies of food available and 
distributed them to the starving populations. The result of this system is al- 
ready apparent. 
verted to other countries. Confiscation served for the moment, but it is 
likely to cause much greater starvation and misery before the feeding of Italy's 
great factory populations is re-established on an economic basis. 

In this country the wail of the middle classes is already heard. They are 
experiencing a biting poverty in the midst of apparent abundance. The un- 
toward ddvance in the price of so many absolute necessities has diminished 
the purchasing price of the American dollar almost one-half. The millionaires 
are not hurt. They have accumulated enough to assure them a good living. 
They can pay anything. High prices and low prices are meaningless to them 
in an economic sense. The only other class not injured are the very poor. 
The price of an article cannot seriously concern those who not pay any- 

It is the middle classes that are hardest hit by the chaotic conditions and 
soaring prices; the men and women with moderate incomes, 


those without a 
manual trade. The riveter who makes his $10 a day is not worried about the 
high price of hogs; but it means misery for the man with a big family and a 
little business that does not pay more than $20 a week. 3 : 

Before prices can return to normal, working conditions must be normal 
again. Every strike means lessened production and, consequently, higher 
cost of living. It is extremely doubtful whether the world could be clothed 
and fed if all labor was based on a thirty-six-hour week. And it is both 
mathematically and morally certain that speculators cannot make 20 per cent. 
out of necessities without increasing the price to a point prohibitive to a great 
part of the community. Freight rates cannot be advanced 50 per cent. by 
mismanagement under Federal operation of the railroads without a corre- 
sponding increase in the price of food and clothing. |

Some objectors to the League of 

Nations contend that the United 

States cannot by treaty agree to do 


anything which it is the function of 


Congress‘to do under the Constitu- 
tion and therefore that it cannot 


agree to declare and make war, to 
levy an embargo or to limit its ar- 
mament in the future on the hap- 
pening of conditions, as provided in 
the covenant. They would thus se- 
riously curtail the national faculties 
of the United States. If the United 
States may not promise to do any- 
thing that Congress is given power 
to do under the Constitution the 
scope of its treaty-making faculty 
is in most narrow limits, for the 
things that Congress may do cover 
nearly the whole fleld of governmen- 
tal action. 

Take a comm instance. No 
money can be pald except by Con- 
gressional appropriation. If the rea- 
soning of these objectors be correct 
the President and the Senate may 
not by treaty agree to pay money, 
although they have done it in re- 
peated instances since the founda- 
tion of the government. The House 
of Representatives, called on by 
Washington to appropriate morey 
to meet the promises of the Jay 
treaty, raised the question ‘whether 
the House must not be consulted be- 
fore such an obligation became 
binding on it. Washington, just 
fresh from the constitutional con- 
vention, left no doubt in his reply 
that the promise to pay was within 
the treaty-making power and that it 


was the duty of Congress to redeem 


the promise, and the money Was ap- 
propriated. 


It is a mistake to say that a prom- 
ise In a treaty by our government 
tc do something which it is the 
business of Congress under the Con- 
stitution to do conflicts with Con- 
gressional authority. Indeed, a 


treaty is, under our Constitution, a 


part of the law ofthe land, so that 
it provisions of the treaty are in 
form legislative and of present op- 
eration, they have the same effect 
as a statute of Congress. For in- 
stance, the Supreme Court has held 
that provisiong in respect to imml- 
gration in a treaty, if in the form of 
law, having present operation, will 
repeal inconsistent acts of Congress 
previously enacted. In turn, an act 
of Congress can repeal such provi- 
sions of a treaty so far as they have 
legal effect in this country. A 
treaty thus may be legislative in ef- 
fect or it may be only promissory 
as its language shall indicate. This 
is an exceptional feature In the do- 
mestic effect of treaties of the Unit- 
ed States. No other country has it. 
Ig it Hkely thdt a power which may 
repeal an act of Congress would not 
include authority to promise what 
it would be Congress's constitutional 
function to perform? 


The treaty-making power and 
Congress are agencies of the same 
government. Indeed, in their func 
tional capacity they are the govern- 
government promises 


the other. It promises to pay mon- 
ey by treaty. It performs by Con- 
greasional appropriation. There is 
no other way. It agrees to make 
war in the future on the happening 
of a condition. It performs the 
promise by a Congressional decia- 
ration of war and preparation for 
the struggle. If Congress refuses to 
perform the promise, either to pay 
the money or make the war, as it 
has the arbitrary power to do, then 
it and the government, in whose 


.mname it acts, merely violate that 


government's lawful promise. It is 
exactly the same situation as it 
would have been if Congress had 
been given the power to make trea- 
Congress might have promised 
then a subsequent Congress 
might have refused to perform the 
promise. in either case it would 
be merely the government making 
a lawful promise and violating it. 
There is thus no conflict between 
the power of one agency to promise 
for the government and the func- 
tion of another agency of the same 
government to do the thing which 
ig the performance of the promise. 


One of the very common treaty 
obligations between nations is that 
to declare and make war and, on the 
other hand, that to refrain from 
making war. It is, therefore, clear- 
ly within the scope of the treaty- 
making power of the United States, 
as described by the Supreme Court, 


| to agree to make war in the future 


or to refrain from it. We have al- 
ready done it in a number of nota- 
ble instances; We have guaranteed 
the integrity of Panama, which may 
involve us in war, and we have en- 
tered a somewhat similar obliga- 
tion with Cuba. We have entered 
into twenty treaties or more to re 
frain from making war for a cer- 
tain time. There igs nothing in the 
covenant, even if Article X is held 
to impose a direct obligation to 
make war, which takes away from 
Congress or obstructs it In any way 
in exercising the function of declar 
ing or making war or refraining 
therefrom except a moral and legal 
obligation to fulfill a promise of the 
government lawfully made. There 
is no attempted delegation to any 
other body to declare or make war 
for the United States. If war is to 
be declared or carried on 
must do it. Congress, though legal- 
ly and honorably bound, may dis- 
honorably and arbitrarily refuse to 
do so and then war will not be made. 
Foreign nations realize that un- 
der the covenant it is for Congress 
when the occasion arises, in g 
faith first to determine that there 
is an obligation, second, what its ex- 
tent is, and third, that it shall be 
performed. It is the final judge for 
the United States in such a matter 
under the covenant. Such nations 
trust to the good faith of

Swindled See Him Die. 


“Done You Mean Trick,” Last 
Words to Victims. 


Worthless Paper. 


After married life of less than 
a month, and in the presence of 
his bride and two lecal business 
men, Sten Bion Lund, 38 years of 


age, a former captain in the Ca- 
nadian army and a civil engineer, 
yesterday afternoon ended his life 
by swallowing poison in an office at 
1210 South Hope street, when his is- 
suance of worthless checks was ex-4 
posed. The body was taken to the 
undertaking establishment of R. V. 
Overholtzer. 

A worthless sight draft for $1846, 
with which he purchased an auto- 
mobile from L. B. Shields of 1210 
South Hope street, and a fictitious 
check amounting to $249, passed on 
sack Doyle of Vernon for liquor, 
according to the police, were the dl- 
rect causes of the suicide. After ad- 
mitting that both of the papers were 
valueless the former army officer 
announced that he had swallowed 
poison and died before physicians 
could arrive. 

Lund was married, county records 
show, on June 24, by the Rev. W. S. 
Dysinger, to Mrs. Rose Hilder, 29 
years of age, of Clew, Chesshire, 
Eng. They made their home at the 
Gillman apartments, 1212 West 
Eleventh street, but moved reveral 
days ago to 6759 Yucca street. From 
what the police were able to learn / 
yesterday the couple first met itn Eu- 
rope several years ago. 

3 “A MEAN TRICK.” 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Doyle 
and Mr. Shields requested by tele- 
phone that Lund meet them in the 
office of the Shields Garage on Hope 
street. With his bride the former 
army officer called at the office and | 
when confronted with the worthless 
paper at first declared at there 
was a mistake and that’ both the 
check and the draft should have 
been paid. The three men discussed 
the matter for almost an hour when 
Lund excused himself from the room 
to get a drink of water. 

With his hands clasped to his 
head Lund burst into the office a 
short time later and exciaiming, “I 
have done you fellows a mean trick,” 
and collapsed on a sofa. He then tn- 
formed them that he had swallowed 
a bottle of poison and would ~»be 
dead in a short time. PFnysicians 
were called at once, but before they 
arrived Lund was dead. 

At the police station, where Mrs. 
Lund called following the suicide, 
she refused to make any statement 
with the exception that she knew 
something was worrying her huse- 
band several days ago. She refused 
to give any detalls of their romance 
or where she met her husband, She 
a@tated, however, that she was a 
widew when she married Lind and 
has two children. She also stated 
that her father ise living in Eng- 
land. 

According to records on file at the 
marriage license bureau, Luna was 
born in Sweden, where his parents 
now live. He was a widower, and 
had a son, Edward Lund, at the Buf- 
falo Military School, Buffalo, N. Y. 
He was discharged from the Cana- 
dian army some months ago and 
came to this city. He was a civil 
engineer and had intended going in- 
to business here.

TWO ENSNARED 


Dentist and One-Time 
‘Girl are Arrested. 


Boston Accusation Results in 
Their Capture Here. 


Man has Wife and Children in 


Frank Luther Goodspeed, aged 
26 years, who has been taking the 
current examination for a license al- 
lowing him to practice dentistry in 
California, was arrested yesterday 
by Deputy United States Marshal) 
Cavanaugh, charged with violation 
of the Mann white slave law. The 
girl in the case, Miss Pearl Rose, 
Was arrested at the S8t. Francis 
apartments, 206 West Tenth street. 
She is 20 years of age. 

The pair were taken before Unit- 
ed States Commissioner Long, and 
the preliminary hearing set fgr next 
Friday. The bond in the case of 
Goodspeed was fixed at $500, which 
he promptly furnished. The young 
woman was released on her own 
recognizance. 
| The original complaint. upon 
which the arrests were made was 
sworn to by Special Agent Kelliher, 
of the Department of Justice, in 
Boston, Mass. Tite local complaint 
Was sworn to by Special Agent Leon 
Bone, of the Department of Justice, 
of this city, charging the pair with 
being fugitives from justice. 

It is charged that on November 
29, 1918, Goodspeed purchased 
transportation for the girl and him- 
self from Whitman, Mass., to Los 
Angeles. But they did not come 
direct to this city, it seems, detour- 
ing to Tacoma, Wash., where they 
remained some time, later on, com- 
yy to Los Angeles. It was stat- 

’ by Special Agent Bone yesterday 
that they registered as man and wife 
at the St. Francis apartments and 
have been so living there ever since. 

It is also a part of the story that 

when Goodspeed left Whitman.

“No Oslerism goes in this court,” 
said United States District Judge
